SOWING BLUE-GRASS.

The Plan Adopted by Robert Mitohell, the
Noted Indinns Agricalturist.

I will give you my plan of sowing
blue-grass, but first give you the Ken
tucky plan, as told by several Kon-
ucks farmers at a Nationsl measting
held at Lexington somae years ago.
One old gentleman said that he mixad
his blue-grass seed with dirt, and in
February when the ground and
weather wore both sait:d to work, he
sowed his blue-grass. Another one
said that he mixed his seed w th leaghy
ashes, and sowed it in that way when
the ground und weather were right.
After scveral hud given ther ideas of
seeding bluo-grass, 1 had to give them
my wnly. which is as follows: I got
some thirty bushels of extra cleaned
seed; then I went to the saw-mill and

t & load of saw.dust, I spread a
ayer of saw dust on the barn floor,
then ten bushels of blue-grass seed,
then another layer of saw-dust. and so
on until the blue-grass seed was all
used up. I then took a rakeand mixe:l
it thoroughly. When done mixing, I
shoveled ull into the wagon and drove
to the field and went to work sowing,
taking as much in my hand at a time
as my hand would hold, of the saw-
dust and blue-grass seed, and spread-
ing it like sowing oats by hand, aiming
to put two bushels of seed to the acre,
or at least a bushel and a hall to the

“The sdvantage
e advan
over dirt to mix
much lighter to carry, and the saw-
dust being about the same buoyancy
as the blue grass seed, the seed would
stick to the saw-dusmt, which gaves
better spread of the seed. Tho objec-
tion to sowing dirt, besidesthe weight,
was that when you throw your hand-
ful ont to spread it, the dirt bein
much heavier than the blue-grass seed,
would spread off by itself and not ear-
ry the seed along with it.

Should dycm not get the amount of
seed you desire to put on the acre the

firat time of sowing, you can easily go
over the ground a second time by go- +
ing crossways of the way you went |
first. The amount of saw-dust you use |
is not particular, but to begin with as |
an experiment, I woald advise you to
take three bushels of saw-dust and mix
twenty-one pounds of blue-grass seed
with it; then measure off an acre as
near as you can, and try how evenly
you cen spread the three bushels of
saw-dust and iwenty-ons pounds of
blue-grass seed on that mere, By the
time you have done this, yon have
learned sbout how to proportion your
seod and saw-dust, so ns to give you an
even spread on the field you want to
sow.—Cor. Indiana Farmer.

WASHINGTON'S WISDOM

How His Forelgn Polley Baved the Coun-
try from Feariul Disaater,

During Washington's administration
the United States achieved political in-
dependence, but was nevertheless con-
nected by a thousand ties of commerce,
law and custom with the Old World.
The fierce revolution in France was in
part set in flume by the example of
America; and when war broke vut be-
tween England and France, there was
searcely & man in Ameries who did not
take sides in his mind with one country
or the other. There was the greatest
possible danger that the United States
would be drawn into the quarrels of
Europe.

In the midst of all these commotions,
when the very members of his eabinet
were ncting and aking as if they
were the servants either of England or
of France, Washington maintained his
impartiality, and saw to it that the
Un'ted States was kept out of European
disputes. What was the result? He
saved the countrv from fearful d saster;
for he was like the pilot that conducts
the ship through rapids and past dan-

rous reefs, But he himself suffered
neredible contumely and reviling from
the hot-hended partisans who were
ready to plunge the country into the
dispute. *'If ever a nation,” said one
newspaper, ‘*was debauched by a man,
the American nation has been debauch-
ed by Washington. If ever a nation
was deceived by a man, the American
nation has been deceived by Washing-
ton. Lot his conduet, then, be an ex-
ample to mature ages; let it serve to be
a warning that no man may be an idol;
